thought, lyke as we allo yet eſteme and thynke, 
that it mooſte chiefely belongeth vnto our ſayde 
charge,diligctly to fozſec and cauſe that not only 
the moſt holy woꝛd # comandmctes of god,ſhuld 
moſt ſyncerely be beleued and moſt reucrenely be
